“When a scout does his best, some-
thing happens,” reports a Seattle pa-
per, “judging from the results of the
brief rule of the city which our young
citizens enjoyed.” -

For one hour on the appointed day,
fifteen-year-old Scout Mayor John
Moriarity, assisted by his corps of
deputies, all of whom had been elect-
ed to office in conventional manner by
their brother scouts, held sessions at
the city council chambers. Definitely
here is what these officlals accom-
plished :

Chief of police given petition asking in-
vestigation of the enforcement of the
anti-cigarette law.

Committee of scouts named to investi-
gate dangerous traffic points in Seattle.

Plans formulated to organize a “traffic
and safety’” committee in all schools.

Approval of plan for advisory board,
composed of business men, to co-operate
with city council in matters of finance.

Proposal that city officials be required

to take the Scout oath in connection
with their oath of office.

At the police station, the fire sta-
tions and on traffic duty throughout the
city, the scouts were at the helm.
